How do you estimate the loss of 4,500 jobs to a community? 
It may ‘be impossible. And the magnitude of McDonnell 
Douglas Comporalion decision this week has ramifications 
affecting both sides of the river.

Granite City’s largest employer has only about _3,400 
workers, and it is considered a giant. What would happen if 
National Steel one day pulled the plug on its Granite City 
Steel division? 

And two other large employers, the District 9 school system 
and St. Elizabeth Medical nter, together don’t equal the 
employment volume of Granite City Steel. Tees, SReES 

Too long. geared to a defense-oriented economy, McDonnell 
Douglas is today attempting to correct in one fell swoop what 
it should never have allowed to happen. Massive employment 
buildups during the ’80s were encouraged by the hawkishness 
of the Reagan era. Congress and the administration never 
proved the Communist threat, but America believed it 
nonetheless. And one of the biggest beneficiaries was McDon- 
nell Douglas. : 

Today, that threat has diminished. Peace has broken out 
across Eastern Europe, and the Soviet Empire has turned its 
attention from expansionism to internal issues that have 
been too long ignored. We are rediscovering an old ally. 7 

Analysts have been second guessing McDonnell for some~* 
time, saying there was never a need to maintain such high 
employment levels. But McDonnell Douglas, considered a 
worthy employer by many of its workers, refused to cut back 
its workforce. Company officials admit they should have 
acted sooner. 

About 4,500 employees of McDonnell Douglas Corp. in the 
area will lose their jobs by the end of the year, as part of a 
$700 million cost-cutting program. 

Between 14,000 and 17,000 jobs will be eliminated from 
McDonnell nationwide, said John F. McDonnell, chairman 
and chief executive officer. ‘ t 

Nationwide, the layoffs will represent 11 percent of McDon- 
nell’s total workforce, including about 8,000 layoffs at the 
Douglas Aircraft Ca. in Lang Beach, Calif. : 

In addition to job losses, the real estate industry will 
doubtlessly feel the sting. So will taxing bodies, which may 
lose homeowners to relocation. Hurting, too, will be defense- 
related businesses and ancillary businesses such as retailers. 

Granite City will suffer a loss, but it will be minor 
compared to the losses felt by towns like St. Charles, 
Florissant and Hazelwood. We share in their overall plight 
and hope only that McDonnell can regain its lost ground.

No one has 
an inherent right to drive; it is a privilege. And to endanger 
the physical and financial well-being of the occupants of 
one’s own car and other motor vehicles creates a serious 
threat to everyone, including poor people.

Saying ‘I do’ can mean big bucks

Big, traditional weddings are 
back in style. But these joyous 
occasio! are creating another 
tradition: Climbing costs.~ ~ 

The average cost of a buffet 
reception serving 200 guests is 
about $6,000, says wedding con- 
sultant Eileen Marren 

Toss in a diamond weddin, 
ring, bridal gown, tuxedo rental, 
flowers, donation to the church, 
minister and organist and the 
bill quickly can climb, she adds. 
And all this is before a dime is 
spent on the honeymoon. 

Little wonder that the wedding 
business is, according to Bride 
magazine, a $20 billion, a year 
industry. 

Contibuting to that total is the 
Church of the Open Word, Creve 
Coeur, Which hosts 150 to 200 
ceremonies a year for a fee of 
$200 to $400 each, says wedding 
director Naida Bradshaw. The 
fee covers use of the church and 
minister. 

Marren says the average wed- 
ding ‘back East’’ now costs 


around $10,000. Money magazine 
ently reported how a San~ 
ancisco couple spent $60,000, a 
figure that included a $25,000 
ring. i 
Expensive weddings aren't 
‘w. But the price of the aver- 
age wedding has climbed with 
inflation, Marren explains, not- 
ing that the bartender who cost 
$4 a hour in 1980 now fetches a 











minimum of $10. 

“It's not cheap to get married 
these days,”’. says Karen Barry, 
account executive with Gateway 
Riverboat Cruises. A three-hour 
reception with 200 guests aboard 
one of her three rive! its can 
cost $5,000 to $7,000. 

What makes a wedding so 
expensive is the wide variety of 
ingredients. 

“There are so many details. I 
look at it as starting a business 
that’s only open one day,” says 
Marren, who opened Eileen Mar- 
ren & Associates two years ago. 
About 40 percent of her business 


is weddings. 
The reception, by far, is the 
single biggéSt cost (assuming 


the intendeds haven’t gone over- 
board with the ring), she says. 

The least expensive route is a 
reception in a VFW-type hall 
featuring a‘buffet of ham, roast 
beef and mostaccioli, and a bar 
with beer, wine and soft drinks. 
‘The cost: $8 to $10_per person. 

Hotels charge $18 to $22 a per- 
son for food, and the bar bill 
“can sometimes equal the cost 
of the food,” Marren says. 

Banquet centers fall_between 
these extremes. 

Per-head prices at Orlando 
Gardens, ich operates two 
halls in south St. Louis County, 
start at $15.50 for the buffet and 
open “bar and reach up to $23.50 
for a sit-down prime rib dinner, 
says Jan Orlando. If the newly- 
,weds insist that only brand-name 


liquor be served, add $3 per per- 
son. » 


To feed 200 family and friends, 
the average size of the 1990 wed- 
ding, according to Marren and

Murray, who first gained
